Generally Testify 
Canned flee!’. 
Washington, Feb. 22.—The court of 
inquiry engaged in investigating th© 
beef char ges preferred by General Miles 
continued yesterday the hearing of testi­ 
mony bearing upon the controversy.

number of arm y officers who partici­ 
pated in the Santiago camjiaign were 
heard. 
Practically without exception 
the officers cond* inned the canned roast 
beef furnished as a travel ration and re­ 
viewed complaint s about it which tho 
men very generally made, declaring it i 
unpalatable and wanting in nutrim ent. 
On the other hand, the refrigerated 
beef suffered but little at the hands of 
witnesses, it being generally conceded 
that it was good when delivered from 
the transports and when it escaped the 
decomposing effect of the tropical sun 
enroute to the several commands it was 
found to be satisfactory.

Columbus, Feb. 22.—During the tak- 
ing of testimony before a notary yester­ 
day in the suits against the Standard 
Oil company and Buokeye Pipe Line 
company, Malcom Jennings, 
a well 
known newspaper man, was cited for 
contempt in refusing to give a list of 
newspapers with whom it was alleged 
Jennings had, as tho head of a news bu­ 
reau, made contracts to publish m atter 
favorable only to the Standard Oil oom- 
Iiany’s interests. 
The attorneys for tho 
Standard OU company protested that 
such testimony could only be taken by 
the master commissioner appointed by 
the supreme oourt. 
A writ of habeas 
corpus was immediately applied for in 
behalf of Jennings to prevent his incar­ 
ceration in jail.
